Election  petitition  deadline  draws  near 
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Editorial  Notebook 

It’s  the  talk  of  the  town 

Gas  bills  have  become  the  latest  conservation  rage.  People 
seem  to  be  practicing  a form  of  masochism  as  they  discuss  how 
high  their  most  recent  bill  was.  The  high  bills  have  been  brought 
on  by  deregulation  and  the  cold  weather  this  winter  to  a lesser 
extent 

Homeowners  though  are  not  the  only  ones  that  have  been 
touched  by  the  curse  of  deregulation.  Apartment  dwellers  have 
seen  their  rents  go  up  and  students  are  seeing  their  tuition  rise 
as  well. 

That's  right,  students.  When  tuition  rises  one  thinks  of  in- 
creased costs  for  instructors  and  learning  materials. 

One  of  the  reasons  for  tuition  rising  at  Avila  and  other  area 
colleges  next  year  is  the  increased  utility  costs  that  all  the  schools 
are  facing.  Unfortunately  if  the  current  trend  is  allowed  to  continue, 
the  costs  will  rise  at  an  even  faster  rate  in  the  future  for  all  those 
involved. 

It  is  not  a hopeless  situation  however.  An  area  that  must  be 
explored  further  is  hiding  right  behind  the  clouds  we  have  seen 
lately,  the  sun.  There  are  several  types  of  solar  heating  systems 
including  active  and  passive. 

Passive  systems  have  features  designed  into  the  structures 
they  are  required  to  heat.  These  faetures  include  double  insula- 
tion, glazed  windows,  and  south  facing  windows  to  name  a few. 

Active  systems  are  often  attached  on  to  the  existing  structure 
and  for  the  most  part  use  solar  panels.  Savings  on  gas  bills  with 
this  type  of  system  can  run  50%  and  higher  as  people  who  have 
this  type  of  system  have  been  fortunate  enough  to  discover. 

Another  possibility  that  Congress  would  regulate  the  price 
of  natural  gas  once  again.  For  them  to  do  this  will  require  a ground- 
swell  movement  from  their  constituent.  This  may  not  come  for  a 
while  but  if  the  prices  soar  like  most  feel  they  will  in  the  coming 
years,  the  movement  is  a real  possibility. 

Whatever  direction  the  consumer  heads  it  will  require  action. 
The  action  will  have  to  be  more  than  a letter  here  or  there.  It  will 
require  everybody's  support  before  we  are  all  left  out  in  the  cold. 

KC  Blood  Center 
honor’s  Avila  donor 


Avila  student  Margie  Wil- 
liamson was  recently  honored 
by  the  Community  Blood 
Center  of  Kansas  City  as  a 
Gallon  Donor  for  her  contri- 
bution of  8 pints  of  blood. 

The  gallon  donor  program 
was  initiated  by  the  Com- 
munity Blood  Center  in  July, 
1973,  as  a way  of  giving  rec- 
ognition to  those  individuals 
who  continually  give  of  them- 
selves for  the  well  being  of 
others. 

When  the  Center's  records 
indicate  donation  of  eight  or 
more  pints  of  blood,  a gallon 
pin  is  presented  to  the  donor. 
The  gallon  donor  pin  is  a 
miniature  replica  of  the  Blood 
enter  logo,  designed  to  rep- 
resent the  relationship  of  the 
center  to  the  community  in 
assuring  an  adequate  blood 


supply  for  the  maintenance 
of  life. 

The  Community  Blood 
Center  is  a nonprofit  organ- 
ization providing  the  total 
blood  supply  for  69  hospitals 
in  40  Missouri  and  Kansas 
counties.  For  the  safety  of  the 
blood  recipient,  all  donors 
are  volunteer  (no  financial 
advantage,  no  billing  re- 
duction). 

It  also  provides  outpatient 
therapy  for  victims  of  blood 
diseases  and  disorders,  aids 
hospitals  with  immunohema- 
tology  and  coagulation  con- 
sultation, and  it  conducts  a 
hemophiliac  home  care 
treatment  program. 

Rising  transfusion  demand 
requires  the  Center  to  collect 
at  least  330  donations  each 
weekday  and  80  on  Saturday.

Dr.  Edward  Donovan 
“Constant  usage  of  the  mind”

It’s  not  very  often  that  one 
sees  or  hears  of  a student 
bragging  about  the  ability  of 
an  instructor.  Although  the 
caliber  of  the  teachers  here 
at  Avila  is  very  high,  many 
students  consider  Dr.  Edward 
Donovan  to  be  quite  an  ex- 
ceptional teacher.  His  suc- 
cess, he  said,  is  based  on  his 
"positive  attitude  and  a con- 
stant usage  of  the  mind." 

Dr.  Donovan  has  been  here 
at  Avila  for  quite  a few  years 
and  his  reputation  has  spread 
not  only  in  his  department 
but  also  among  people  on 
the  entire  campus.  My  first 
contact  with  him  was  in  Aug- 
ust of  last  year.  He  carefully 
and  honestly  explained  to  the 
class  that  he  "wishes  every- 
one will  get  an  "A"  but  there 
is  nothing  wrong  with  a "C" 
(or  even  dropping  the  class) 
as  long  as  you  have  learned 
the  material  being  presented." 
He  continued  to  explain  that 
too  many  students  are  caught 
up  in  the  "grade  game"  and 
therefor  have  missed  the 
reason  and  purpose  of  this 
institution.  As  the  class  pro- 
gresses, Dr.  Donovan  proved 
that  he  meant  every  word  he 
said  that  day  — that  his  goal 
is  to  promote  education  and 
not  to  play  the  "grade  game". 

Listening  to  him,  however, 
you  will  detect  his  disappoint- 
ment in  today's  American 


educational  system.  He  ex- 
pressed concern  that  the 
system  needs  changes  and 
that  these  changes  are  com- 
ing. Changes  oriented  to  a 
more  solid  job  from  the  teach- 
ers, extension  of  the  time 
given  to  present  and  learn 
certain  material  and  more 
individual  attention  for  each 
student  were  some  of  his 
suggestions.  One  can  get  all 
of  these  things  at  this  campus, 
therefore,  posing  no  prob- 
lems here.  ‘The  United  States," 
he  said,  "needs  to  incorpo- 
rate more  reflection  in  edu- 
cation . . more  opportunity 
under  guidance  for  students 
to  evaluate  and  digest  what- 
ever they  have  learned  from 
one  departmental  instruction 
to  another."  Things  are  too 
segmented.  "We  need  to 
teach  students  to  have  a criti- 
cal and  unbiased  attitude 
instead  of  asking  them  to 
regurgitate  the  facts  for  "the 
grading  game". 

Dr.  Donovan’s  success,  in 
my  opinion,  comes  from  his 
caring  and  basic  attitude 
toward  this  job  as  a teacher. 
He  is  a man  who  blends  a 
humorous  personality  to  show 
us  as  students  that  it  is  not 
only  the  "facts”  that  matters 
but  also  the  basics,  which 
enables  us  to  function  as 
humans.
